CaTWe have noticed briedy the death of Emilic 
Kossuth Znlavsky, the sister of the ex-Govemor 
j of Hungary. A New York paper says, by her 
rare accomplishments an ornament of her sex, by 
her devoted patriotism nnd love of liberty the 
worthy sister of Louis Kossuth, the tendcrcst of 
mothers, the most self-sacrificing friend of her 
fellow-exiles, she gained admiration in life, es- 
pecially by the heroism with which she braved a 
scries of persecutions by the. enemies of her coun- 
try, the privations and sufferings of seven years 
of exile, and cruel private misfortunes, and still 
more in her end, by an almost superhuman pa- 
tience, which displayed tho sublime resignation, 
of the purest philosophy, and I he consolations of 
a deep religious sentiment. Tiie latest events in 
Italy, the expedition of Garibaldi to Sicily, the 
recent manifestations of reviving political life in 
Hungary, were as mnnv rav? of hope for a totter 
future in Europe which cheered the evening of 
her life. “I’ll to buried in this country,” she 
said; “in the lap of our common mother earth, 
but my spirit will be with my land " On another 
occasion she was heard praying, with an almost 
expiring voice, to the Almighty for “patience for 
her nation, which was as needful to them as to 
her before t lie decisive moment.” One of those 
nearest to her being about to Join the hero of Ita- 
ly, she not only gave him her blessing without 
faltering, but even wished him to depart before 
her death. (If this only a faint rumor will reach 
tho land of her birthj and her countrymen will 
mourn in silence one of the noblest of Hungary's 
daughters, who, like her hiother and older sister, 
died a homeless, but not u friendless, exile. 
Peace to her ashes! honor to her memory! 

Man Only Smii.ks. — T he Rev. Henry Ward 
Beecher, writes the following toautiful truths: 
“Nothing on earth smiles but man! Gems may 
Hash reflecting Ugh*, but what is a diamond flash 
compared with an eye flash and mirth flash? 
Flowers cannot smile. This is a charm which 
even they cannot claim. Birds cannot smile, nor 
any living thing. It is the color which love wears, 
and cheerfulness, and joy — these three. It is the 
light in the window of the face, by which the 
heart signifies to father, husljand, or friend that 
is nt home and waiting. A face that cannot 
smile is like a bud that cannot blossom, and dries 
up on the stalk. Laughter is day, and sobriety 
is night; nnd a smile is the twilight which hovers 
gently tot ween both, more bewitching than 
either. But all smiles are not alike. The cheer- 
fulness of vanity is not like the smile of love. 
The smile of gratified pride is not like the radi- 
ance of goodness and truth. The rains of summer 
fall alike upon all trees and shrubs. But when 
the storm passes, and on even* leaf hangs a drop, 
each gentle puff of wind brings with it something 
of the nature of the leaf or blossom on which it 
hung; the roadside leaf yields dust; the walnut 
leaf bitterness, some flowers poison; while the 
grape blossoms, the rose and the sweet brier lend 
their aroma to the twinkling drops, and send them 
down perfumed. And so it is with smiles, which 
every heart perfumes according to its nature — 
selfishness is acrid; pride, bitter; good-will, sweet 
and fragrant. 

Mi rdkks in Nkw York. — Just after midnight 
last Saturday two persons were assassinated iu 
tiie Eighteenth Ward, under circumstances which 
the Times says render the case as startling as any 
that has transpired since the murder of Dr. Har- 
vey Burdell. They were unknown to each other, 
and toth were gentlemen of some prominence in 
the business community; one, Mr. John Walton, 
having been engaged for some years in conduct- 
ing an extensive distillery, and the other, Mr. 
John W. Matthews, being a railroad contractor 
by profession. The perpetrator of the double 
murder eluded arrest, and, in fact, is not certain- 
ly known, although the proceedings at the inquest 
which was held yesterday upon the bodies of the 
murdered men tend strongly to implicate the two 
sons- in-law of Mr. Walton, named Charles and 
Edward Jefferd, for whom warrants of arrest have 
been issued. Since the marriage of Mr. Walton with 
the mot tier of the suspected parties, he had led an 
unhappy life, nnd the constant difficulties totween 
himself on one side, and his wife and her sons on the 
other, had resulted in a separation and suit for di- 
vorce, in which he was plaiutifl’. Since the com- 
mencement of the action, which is still pending in 
the Supreme Court, Mr. Walton’s life, it is said, had 
toen threatened repeatedly by hi* wife and her 
two sons, until at last he was afraid to venture 
in the streets without company. On Saturday 
night, while walking through Eighteenth street, 
near First Avenue, accompanied by his cousin, he 
was shot down from behind, and survived the 
wound but a few hours. It was in attempting to 
overtake the murderer, who had fled, that Mr. 
Mathews lost his life, the fugitive having turned 
upon him, and fired with >o true an aim that his 
pursuer scarcely breathed afterwards. 

Neapolitan Felling. — A Neapolitan corres- 
pondent of the Paris Prcsse describes the agita- 
tion among the friends of Francis II., at the capi- 
tal, ns very profound, and their discouragement 
as daily on I he increase. The other day some 
royal officers were discussing the best position for 
the army to take up at Palermo. “The best posi- 
tion,” said the Duke de M , “w'ould be a 

position on board the fleet under full sail for Na- 
ples!” The same correspondent relates that 
weary of hearing one portly old official denounce 
Garitoldi as a tillibusler, supported by that ac- 
cursed Sardinia, he suddenly asked him, “Why 
don’t you retaliate? Why not send seven or eight 
hundred men to take possession of Genoa?” The 
Neapolitan replied with imperturbable and ex- 
quisite gravity, “Our people would never be guil- 
t v of such a deed! ”

A Melancholy Occurrence. — F rom theMag- 
nolian (Ark.) of the ]6th inst., we clip the follow- 
ing account of a tragedy which proved fatal to 
two persons; 

A bloody and dreadful affair occurred at Falcon, 
in t bis county, last Saturday, w hich resulted in 
the death of two men. The circumstances, as 
narrated to us, are about ns follows: F. C. Mc- 

Kinney had separated from hi* wife and sued for 
a divorce. B. B. Malone, a relative of Mrs. Mc- 
Kinney, met and had an interview with McKin- 
ney on the dav alluded to, which ended by Ma- 
lone abusing McKinney with very violent and in- 
sulting language. Malone at this time was arm- 
ed and McKinny was not. Subsequently McKin- 
nev armed himself and went out on tlic streets, 
and crowed like a cock. Malone immediately 
went to where McKinney was standing, armed 
with a navv six-shooter, and recommenced his 
abuse of McKinney. McKinney drew a small 
Colt’s repeater with one hand, and in the other 
grasped a two-edged dagger, and retorted Ma- 
lone 8 abusive language. Malone rushed at Mc- 
Kinney. McKinney tired at him, bitting him in 
the thigh. They then grappled in the death 
struggle. Malone clubbed bis pistol and struck 
McKinney with the butt on the head, the pistol 
flying from his grasp. McKinney in the mean- 
time bad inflicted several fatal stalw in the side 
of Malone with hi? dagger. Just at this time a 
brother of Malone came up, and, catching the 
pistol which was lying on the ground, fired at 
McKinney, striking him in the hack, about two 
inches to the left of the spinal column ami just 
below the shoulder Made, the ball ranging up- 
ward. McKinnev fell at tho lire, and this closed 
the conflict. Malone lived neatly two days. Mc- 
Kinney died in ntout two hours. We learn that 
the brother of M;U'»uo lias been arrested and has 
given I wild for his appearance at the next term of 
the Circuit Court.

Fair Converts n* Christianity.— An extra- 
ordinary scene was witnessed one day last month 
at Foutidoukli, near Constantinople — the trial of 
two young girls who had abjure*! the Mohamme- 
dan for the Christian religion. Their father was 
a Greek, a native of the island of Siphanto. He 
tocame a Mussulman, and while living in Egypt 
married a woman of his new faith, by whom he 
had these two daughters, Fat inch and Emiiieh, 
who were brought up after the strictest rites of 
l.-Juiu. Suite time ufterward, the whole family 
removed to Syra. There the father was recon- 
vert ed to the' Christian faith, aud without the 
knowledge of the mother had his daughters bap- 
tised under the names of Maria and Angelica. 
The family afterward removed to Smyrna, where 
the mother, learning of the baptism, made com- 
plaint to tiie Imshaw, accusing her husband of 
having willfully deceived her. lie was therefore 
imprisoned bv tiie local authority, and t lie two 
young girls took refuge in the house of the Greek 
consul, where they remained until the order ar- 
rived that they should go to Constantinople, 
whither their parents were also remanded. 

On the 10th of May they all appeared at the 
country house of Halil Bey. the Turkish Minister 
to (? recce, where they partook of his hospitality, 
and it is said also of an excellent breakfast. The 
intidel Arab mother, however, was the prey of 
such nervous agitation that she wept constantly, 
and could eat nothing. The Tuikish Minister of 
religion, Sama Pacha, who had I he mother in 
charge, questioned her where she was married 
and what was her religion. She said that she first 
became acquainted with her husband in Egypt, 
and that then he was a Mussulman, and her an- 
swers were corroborated by her husband. 1 hen 
commenced the questioning of the girls. They 
said that the woman who was present was their 
mother, hut that henceforth they :-hould not re- 
cognize her as such unless sne embraced the 
Christian religion. They were a. ked what reli- 
gion they desired to profes.-; they answered that 
they wished to follow only the religion of Christ.

Notice! — W e are authorized by the Union 
State Central Committee to request on its be- 
half that the gentlemen of the Union party 
who have publicly announced themselves as- 
pirants to the Clerkship of the Court of Ap- 
]ieals meet in the city of Frankfort next 
Friday, the 13th Inst., for the purposs of 
effecting a final accommodation of their re- 
spective claims in some mode at once just and 
acceptable to all. 

In furtherance of this purpose, the Commit- 
tee, acting partly on the suggestion we offered 
in the Journal of last Monday, will summon 
to the meeting gentlemen of unquestioned im- 
partiality and judgment from different quarters 
of the State, with whom the aspirants may 
consult, and to whom by agreement they may 
refer the decision of the whole question, if 
they shall think proper to do so. 

It is clearly of signal importanc e that a con- 
clusive and harmonious solution of this ques- 
tion should be attained at an early day; and 
the Committee has determined, we think just- 
ly, that, all things considered, the meeting un- 
der notice is the most fair and effectual means 
of attaining such a solution. A State Con- 
vention is manifestly impracticable, and the 
Committee has properly resolved not to cal! 
one. The whole matter is beset with many 
very perplexing difficulties, which we know the 
Committee has felt most keenly, and for deal- 
ing with which so considerately and discreetly 
it certainly deserves the highest praise. Un- 
questionably the step it has now taken will 
meet the warm approval of the masses of our 
party in the State. The step is beyond dispute 
the most fit and judicious one that could be 
taken. y 

We do not permit ourselves for an instant 
to doubt that every published aspirant who has 
not relinquished his aspirations will be present 
at the meeting of Friday, and unite cheer- 
fully with his brother aspirants in bringing 
aboutathe harmony on this point which the in- 
terests of the Union party in Kentucky so 
imperatively requires.

Gentlemen: I am not in the habit of receiving 
c ills from Democratic masses; but it would be an 
affectation to conceal my knowledge that I am in- 
debted for the honor of this visit to your desire to 
hear from ray own lips a confirmation of the ru- 
mor that I will support Breckinridge and lame at 
the next Presidential election. 

1 cheerfully render my own testimony to the 
trath of that statement*. 

♦ * * * * * * 

Ah! but methinks I hear sorno one ask w hy we 
will not stand by Bell and Everett under their 
patriotic motto, “The Union, the Constitution, 
and the enforcement of the laws?” I answer for 
myself: because a question has been raised among 
us which their platform does not solve, and which 
would leave us open to misinterpretation and fu- 
ture misrepresentation. If the Douglas Demo- 
crats, who advocate squatter-sovereignty, finding 
themselves in a minority, shall fuse with the Bell 
and Everett ineu to defeat Breckinridge, their 
only object in doing so will be to give an appear- 
ance to the result as having decided the question, 
on which Mr. Breckinridge is put up, against our 
view of the equality to which our people arc enti- 
tled in the Territories. Under ordinary circum- 
stances Bell and Everett would make a most res- 
pectable combination — under ordinary circum- 
stances the opposition to Democracy would sustain 
it even on the broad generality which the Consti- 
tutional Union party has launched as sufficient 
amt best for the times. But Charleston and Bal- 
timore have made extraordinary circumstances 
which summon us all to action, in our own behalf, 
in another direction. Of a winter's night I would 
prefer to listen to the old farmer by hUf*ti reside, 
but if news came that wolves were* in the folds, 
threatening havoc among the sheep of our pas- 
tures, I would leave the fireside and the farmer, 
and follow to the field the young, vigorous, brave 
leader, whose energies and known character 
afforded me the hope that he would protect my 
property and have a proper care for my interests. 

The sum and substance of this poor excuse 
is that as the issues of the pending canvass are 
presented every Southern vote not cast for 
Breckinridge will tell virtually or directly for 
Douglas and squatter-sovereignty; in other 
words, that the canvass has assumed such i 
shape that the people of the South without re 
spcct to party must either vote for Breckinridge 
or else be exposed to the inference that they 
have abandoned their constitutional rights and 
espoused squatter-sovereignty. This is our ex 
political friend’s whole case. 

Col. Marshall assigns two reasons for this 
remarkably brilliant conclusion. The first rea 
son is that the platform of Bell and Everett 
docs not particularize the constitutional rights 
of the South. The other one is that if the Doug- 
las Democrats should fuse with the Bell men 
they would do so only for the purpose of taking 
advantage of the generalness of the Union 
platform by claiming the election of Bell as the 
triumph of squatter-sovereignty! As, how- 
ever, Col. Marshall doesn’t venture even to 
pretend that the election of Bell would be such 
a triumph in reality, the Colonel’s whole case, 
in point of argument, resolves itself into the 
last-mentioned reason. We, therefore, have 
Col. Marshall, according to his own account, 
leaving Bell and cleaving to Breckinridge sim 
ply from fear that some of the Douglas Dem- 
ocrats might vote for Bell and claim his elec- 
tion as a squatter-sovereignty victory!! JSurelv 
language can add nothing to the poverty of this 
excuse. Its frivolity is barefaced and staring. 

Especially does this appear when we reflect 
that the ground of the excuse although ab- 
surdly fanciful with respect to Bell and Everett 
is terribly real with respect to Breckinridge 
and Lane. Col. Marshall says he cannot sup- 
port Bell, because some Douglas Democrats 
may support him also with a view of represent- 
ing his election as the triumph of squatter- 
sovereignty; but the Colonel supports Breckin- 
ridge, knowing that the whole body of the 
Southern Disunionists support him also with tho 
view not only of representing his success wher- 
ever he shall achieve it as th t triumph o f l)is- 
v monism , but as the most speedy and effectual 
inode of bringing about the actual tlis solution of 
the Union. Now, a patriot should say, a 
patriot of any party, much more a patriot of 
Col. Marshall s antecedents, that, even if the 
success of Bell threatened to subject the South 
to misrepresentation on the subject of squatter- 
sovereignty as seriously as the success of 
Breckinridge threatens to subject it to mis- 
representation on the subject of Disunion, he 
would nevertheless support Bell unhesitating- 
ly, inasmuch as treason is a far deeper offence 
than mere constitutional error. If the South 
must be left open to misrepresentation at all, 
every true son of the South would rather have 
her left open to misrepresentation on a ques- 
tion of simple constitutional construction than 
on the paramount and vital question of loyalty 
to the Union. If, therefore, Col. Marshall’s 
•excuse were grounded in fact it would be 
wholly trivolous, since it applies to the candi- 
date whose fortunes he has embraced with a 
thousand-fold greater force than it could apply 
to the candidate whose fortunes he has aband- 
oned. But of course it isn’t grounded in fact. 
It is fanciful through and through. It is 
purely and ridiculously fanciful. The notion 
that the success of Bell and Everett would 
commit the South to the doctrine of squatter- 
sovereignty is fit only to excite laughter and 
derision.

Letter from Judge Robertson. — Among 
thc # gentlemen invited to address the great 
Union meeting last Tuesday night was the 
I lion. George Robertson, of Lexington, one of 
j the master-spirits not only of our State but of 
j our country and our generation.

Lkx ixciTON, July 2, 3860. 

Gentlemen: To be with you at the National 
Mass Meeting in your city to-morrow evening 
would be quite agreeable to me. Long retire- 
ment and mellow age have neither chilled my 
first-l>orn love of our model Union nor impaired 
tho humble faculties which, in palmier days, 1 had 
faithfully devoted to ifs cause. But these hallow- 
ing causes have gradually contributed to make 
tumultuous bodies and political agitations uncon- 
genial to my taste and to incline me to the opin- 
i ion that my own participation in them would be 
less useful and far less appropriate than if 1 were 
a younger man. Your invitation, however, is so 
emphatic and the occasion so interesting as to 
constitute an exception from a gencr tl rule 1 have 
prudently prescribed for my own public conduct. 
But my domestic condition will not. at this time, 
allow me free choice. For mv personal presence 
with you 1 must, therefore. subsTTtute mv cordial 
sympathies with your fraternal objects and the as- 
surance of my co-operation, in all suitable modes, 
for promoting vour national ends. 

Too old to l*e ambitious or to be biassed by the 
rancor or selfishness of a zealous partisan, I have 
looked on the shifting and often humiliating scenes 
of our last political decade with the anxious and 
patriotic concern natural to a native-born Ameri- 
can long honored by his country’s trusts and now- 
surrounded by a large posterity; and, alarmed 
with the discouraging prospect of progressive de- 
terioration, I have felt and often said that the 
natural and only sure remedy is for the people to 
set up for themselves, repudiate tho pestilent 
politicians, who, playing with them as puppets, 
nave already degraded large masses into spoils- 
men and sectional belligerents, at once break the 
| servile fetters of effete pnrtyism, and, nobly fra- 
ternizing on the radical principles of Constitution- 
al Union, resolve to uphold the supremacy of the 
Federal Constitution, rebuke sectional strife, 
banish slavery from t lie national councils, fulfill, 
as one sovereign trustee, all the sacred trusts con- 
fided by their common charter — and thus main- 
tain, commend, and exalt the glorious nationality 
i taugu rated by Washington and long blessed by 
God. And these vital elements should constitute 
the only ec&eulul foundation of the national 
brotherhood.

gonistic to the other. The Republican party, 
revived and magnified by the conduct of the 
ruling Denioc ucy, lias consolidated most of 
the Northern States into a sectional party pledged 
to Congressional intervention against the ame- 
lioration of slavery or peaceful liberation from it 
bv expansion into any Federal Territory, even 
though the citizens resident therein, as well as 
the slaveholders iu the Slates, may unanimously 
desire such translation and dilution. This party 
may overwhelm all others in detail, and has, for 
that purpose, presented two Northern men as its 
candidates for ^President and Vice-President, 
without any hope of getting one Southern vote. 

The Northern wing of the Democracy is organized 
in favor of alien suffrage or "tSfpmtter- Sovereign- 
ly” on the question of Territorial slavery — a 
doctrine vehemently opposed by the Southern 
wing, which claims Congressional protection of 
slavery when a majority of the people may not 
want it; aud the controlling influence of this seg- 
ment also asserts the const it utumal right of seces- 
sion and nullification, whereby anv one State may. 
at will, break up the Union, or nullify tho fugitive 
slave law, or revive the African slave trade, or 
resist a law for improving the navigation of the 
Mississippi, or for protecting iron for developing 
the latent wealth of our owru country, giving em- 
ployment to our own labor and capital, and pre- 
venting exhausting exportations of our money to 
pav for foreign labor and materials. On such a 
volcanic crater t he Union would l*e in constant 
danger, and could not stand long. And each of 
tbme sectional fragments of “ National Democra- 
cy” has brought out antagonistic candidates as 
exponents of iis own peculiar and contradistinc- 
tive sectional doctrines. Neither of these sectional 
organizations has a semblance of conservative 
nationality — nor could either or any two of them 
uphold the Union against the aggression of 
another.

What 
con any such man truly say og liust the principles 
or the men thus offered to his choice/ Let not the 
puerile and suicidal plea of “no chance" change 
or silence a single voter who would prefer the 
election of the Union candidates. Who else can 
| be elected unless the Republican party shall tri- 
ll? Were there but one Democratic candi- 
late for President it is not probable that he could 
now be elected. But who can sav that, divided 
as that party is between two favorite candidates, 
rhe election of either of them by the popular 
choice is possible?

lfiTTho Fourth was celebrated at New Albany in 
■a very lively manner at the Fair Grounds, and 
very large concounte of persons from each side of 
the Ohio river was present. Fine music, eloquent 
speeches, and a bounteous picnic were enjoyed, 
but the great feature of the day's ^un was the 
mule race. Never in the sporting annals of this 
or any other country has there been a match 
which created such excitement, or which was 
more gallantly contested. There were four en 
tries which caine up to the scratch as follows:

After one false start the animals went ofl* in 
glorious style, and since the invention of Tubal 
Cain, the lirst worker in iron, no such splendid 
‘bolts were ever seen before. Had the sagacious 
■animals and their riders been bearing right in the 
hs-thof the wind they could not have tacked 
<nore frequently, but, as a consequence, thej' fre 
•quent ly k> mUsc<l stays, "and the animals would 
not always obey t ho helm. After the most ex 
citing dash between the Ferguson and Tuley en- 
tries the latter came in first, the time being an 
nounced at 3:10. In coming up to the home stand 
the Kennedy and Sedgwick animals gave play 
and passed the sorrel, so that Tuley won the sec 
ond premium in 3:4o. The first prize was adjudged 
to the fleetest mule and the second to the last one 
in under the string. 

The track was in glorious order under the su- 
perintendence of Col. W. W. Tuley and his able 
colleagues, and the time will long !>c noted for its 
killing pare. The sorrel mule was backed by 
■“Gilpatrick No. 2,” who showed himself a most 
experienced rider, and worthy of the distinguished 
praise and enthusiastic applause which bis hand- 
ling of the ribbons elicited. It is to be hoped that 
this ennobling and exciting sport will be kept up. 
Tl»e turf must begin to assume its olden, fashions 
ble character, when such matches, worthy the 
dust of the Olympic arena, are offered on these 
auspicious anniversaries, when a free, happy, and 
independent people, “make holiday." We learn 
that a Mu lev Jockey Club will soon lie established 
across the river, and every arrangement will be 
made hereaftor to put the much despised but very 
useful Mule upon the most favored footing of the 
most favored animals of the equine genus. 



The Grand Demonstration at Lexington. 
The Citizen Guards . — Very decidedly the most 
imposing as well as important demonstration in 
the State on the 4th was that at Lexington. Its 
consequence and interest was hightened by the 
presentation of a magnificent Hug to the Lexing 
ton Chasseurs, under command of Capt. Sanders 
Bruce, by the ladies of that city. For many 
years there has not been such a brilliant military 
demonstration, and it is gratifying to know that 
among all the companies the Citizen Guards took 
the precedence for excellence of drill and general 
•deportment. Louisville could not possibly send 
abroad a more creditable representation than that 
winch shouldered arms and marched forward un- 
der command of that very superior and elegant 
officer Capt. Alex. Casseday. 

The celebration at Lexington was aver}* unique 
affair. 

A few companies arrived on the evening of the 
3d and were received in true military style by the 
Chasseurs, assisted by the Lexington Rifles, the 
town being in great excitement. The visiting 
companies were all quartered in high style at the 
hotels, except the Citizen Guards, who camped in 
the college lawn and messed at the office of the 
Adams Express, where Capt. Harper, than whom 
no better caterer can be found, provided them 
with the most sumptuous fare. 

The morning of the Fourth was ushered in by 
the ring of bells, firing of canon, beating of drums, 
and the other means of expression by which this 
great people are wont to show their joy. At an 
•arly hour the town began to fill with citizens 
and soldiers from the adjoining country, the trains 
bringing in thousands, and the streets being 
blocked up with the private carriages. All stores 
were closed and everybody intent in making the 
greatest demonstration poaafble. Companies and 
squads were marching everywhere through the 
street* preparing for the parade, drums beating, 
and bugles “sounding the assembly." About 10 
o'clock the Adjutant's cull was sounded and the 
companies formed on Short street in the following 
manner:

The general officers formally inspected the reg- 
nient and then came the lovely ladies in open car- 
riages, who rode down the line, the companies 
presenting arms. The regiment was then wheeled 
into column and took up the line of march to the 
fair grounds, where the crowd was immense, 
greater perhaps than had ever been on the grounds 
before. The regiment was marched into the am- 
phitheater, where, after some maneuvers, it halt- 
ed and ranks were broken. 

Prayer was offered from the stand erected in 
the amphitheater, where the ladies who were to 
present the flag were. Hon. I). C. Wkkliffe 
read the Declaration. Miss Stephens in a beauti- 
fnl speech presented ^ stand of colors to “The 
« hasseurs,” and was responded to by a member of 
that corps. Then the companies marched to din- 
ner set in the grounds, where the fare was sump- 
tuous and according to the Lexington style of hos- 
pitality. 

After dinner — dress parade; then the col- 
umn passed by Gen. Combs and his staff in 
review, in common, quick, and double quick time; 
then the parade was dismissed and the companies 
were marched to their various quarters— every- 
body delighted. 

The fire companies with their engines were in 
the procession and in the amphitheatre went 
through fancy drills. 

After the parade the Chasseurs visited the Citi- 
zen Guards in their camp and were entertained 
with a champagne re-union, the contribution of 
Major Tho®. II. Hunt, of the Ix>uisville Battalion. 
A little later in the afternoon the Citizen Guards 
were entertained by Henry M. Curd, Esq., ut his 
residence, where there were bright eyes to greet 
them, and after tea were again entertained by 
Miss Stewart, who presented the flag.

There are copies there of the works of Voltaire in 
7a volumes, Kon««eau in 37, Buffon in 08, Corneille 
in 20, Racine in 9, Modern In 11, Rapin in 12, and 
t he greiat I rench Encyclopoedia in 60 odd vol 
nmes, that are among the best editions of these 
Mork?. But let everybody who wants books go 
and see them, and our readers will then know 
more a»*mt them than we can tell by writing a 



How tub Fourth of July was Celkba- 
tkd. — T he Fourth was not celebrated in Louisville 
bv any public demonstration. There was, how- 
ever, a heartfelt and genuine manifestation of the 
feeling of reverence that the people yet retain for 
the great national anniversary. Every business 
house was closed and the great majority of our 
citizens repared to the country intent upon tho 
pleasures ami the sports of the day. 

In a select party of gentlemen wc heard the 
Declaration of Independence read and were ne\er 
more forcibly struck with its great excellence 
“glittering generalities" though Mr. Choate 
called them, immortal sentiments. Sueh a pro 
duct ion was never given before nor since to the 
world. From beginning to end there is not a su 
perfluous word, not a solitary trope, not a line 
bristling with an exclamation point. An appeal 
is made to thepeoplo to strike in defence of their 
rights, and to Ibe sympathies of the world in their 
behalf. It sets out with a statement of first prin 
ciples followed by a recital of the wrongs com 
mitted bv the King of Great Britain, and con 
eluding with an appeal to Heaven for its sanction 
on the act of separation. Yet the statement is 
so calm that one is almost ready to consider it icy 
cold. Tho face of Washington is not less impas- 
sioned. We see in it no heavens ablaze with 
forked lightnings, hear no crashing peals of thun 
der, are shocked by no earthquakes or torrents Of 
burning lava, witness no billows of popular indig- 
nation. There is not even a reference to the tree 
of liberty, with its verdant branches and clusters 
of golden fruit, much less to the Upas tree of des- 
potism. Many a lien- poet, many a newly fledged 
orator must have been disappointed on reading it 
for the first time. 

Tho calmness therefore with which the day 
was recognized was really a gratifying indication 
of the loyal sentiment of the people. There ap- 
peared to l>ea heartfelt recognition of the occa 
sion and its importance, without any extraordin 
ary bluster and parade. 

Thousands of the Sunday School children visit 
ed the woods, and the green forest was musical 
with their glad and happy presence. For forty 
miles along the I^sxington railroad, there were 
scattered pic-nics of tho children and their 
teachers. 

On the Nashville road excursion trains wore 
run, and the crowds that passed in the cars, was 
large enough to start a new city. At Gap in the 
Knop, Paroquet, and other points, there were 
parties who appeared to know what pleasure and 
Independence day were formed for. 

The Jackson Guards, Captain McDermott, had 
a glorious picnic at Twelve Mile Island, where 
there was dance and music and a general display 
of patriotism. Mr. W. L. Kelly, the Assistant 
Postmaster, was called upon and deliverd an ex- 
tempore speech of great excellence and ability. 

The Marion Rifle Battalion, Captain Woodruff, 
visited Charlestown, Indiana, going up on tho 
evening of the 3d. They astonished the good 
people of that locality by their soldierly perform- 
ances. A grand barbecue was given them and at 
night they serenaded the delighted citizens. Yes 
terday morning they returned— all enthusiastic in 
their praises of the Hoosier State and its hospita- 
ble people. 

Salutes were fired morning, noon, and evening, 
by Captain Watkins artillery, and at night there 
was a general display of fire-worka. Almost ev- 
en' one in the city appeared inclined towards pyro- 
technic.

After 
the 4th of March next, he will he solitary and 
alone in the Senate, as Mr. Pugh has afreadv 
been voted into exile by Ohio, and no other has 
e*.poused his cause. The Breckinridge Executive 
Committee having abundant command of means 
and control of the official corps throughout the 
country intend to organize independently in cverv 
State, and to run an electoral ticket which will 
not he withdrawn or compromised by any bargain. 
They are in for the war and to the knifo and have 
notified temporizing followers in Pennsylvania, 
New Jersey, anti New York that no fusion or 
combination ticket will l»e accepted on any terms. 
They consider any temporary coalition as calcula- 
ted to demoralize their ultimate object, while it is 
incapable of effecting any p esent advantage.

A Natlkalizkd Citizen in Trouble

able to believe that It Waa growing before tlie first 
aettlement of tho Peninsula. In the year 1855 it 
was accurately measured by the City Engineer, 
who recorded tlie following* dimensions: ’Height 
72>£ feet; height of lirst branch from the ground 
16^ feet; ^Irth one foot nlxivc the ground 22)4 
feet; girth four feet above the ground 17 feet; av- 
erage diameter of greatest extent of branches 101 
feel. Earlier measurements show that the tree 
continued to grow as long as it stood. The latest 
measurement, taken bv the writer last spring, 
gave 24 feet girth at the ground. 18 feet 3 inches 
at three feet, and 16 feet 6 inches at live feet; 
showing an increase of only about five inches in 
girth in sixteen years. 

“51 any of the older inhabitants can well re- 
member when there was a cavity in the trunk 
sufficiently large to allow bova to aecreie them- 
selves within it- but this has almost entirely been 
closed up by the good treatmunt and care which 
have been given to the tree. In the summer of 
1831 the tree was much injured by the violence of 
a storm, and its largest limbs were *«> much cleft 
assunderas to allow them to rest their branches 
upon the ground, but they wero subsequently, at 
much cost and labor, restored to their former posi- 
tion, and were sustained in place by iron bolts and 
braces. 

“The exact amount of injury the tree lias sus- 
tained by the storm cf vesteidav cann *t be esti- 
mated. Its lieauty has been destroyed without 
hope of renewal; and it is extremely doubtful 
whether anything can be done to save the part 
that now n mains standing. 

“As soon as the storm abated, tho rumor that 
‘The Old Kim Tree is blown down’ spread rapid- 
ly through the city, catling hundreds of citizens 
to go to the spot, and see for themselves. To 
their regret, they found the rumor but too true; 
and very many who visited tlie locality of t lie 
venerated tree, secured portions of the fallen 
limbs, to preserve among the choicest of ihe 
relics of olden times."

jAPAsm Atpaibs. — While we have been 1 
feasting and paying honor to the Ambassadors of 
a nation, in the hopes of putting money in our 
pockets by means of our civility, events have 
transpired in that nation which, the Now York 
Express says, bid fair to overthrow all our well | 
laid plans, make our politeness go for nothing, and 
only leave us for a reward the consciousness of | 
having done a good thing which, however pleas- i 
ant to reflect upon, is never highy remunerative. 
We have concluded a treaty with Japan highly j 
advantageous to ourselves, and we have opened I 
to commerce the ports of a people, who have ' 
hitherto refused all intercourse with foreign na- | 
tions, Put there is yet much work to be done, be- J 
fore any advantage can be reaped from our diplo- 
macy, and (yerhaps some lighting. It is hard 
teaching an old dog new tricks, and it w ill In- 
found still harder to do away with the policy and 
prejudices of ages. At the head of the govern- 
ment of Japuu there i9 now a boy Emperor only 
fifteen years of age, and the affairs of State are 
administered by a Prince Regent. The last news 
received from Japan gives the account of the as- 
sassination of this Regent in the middle of the 
day while returning from his customary daily au- 
dience with the Emperor, by a band of armed re- 
tainers of a Prince of great power who is hostile 
to the progressive movements of the present gov- 
ernment. This affair of the gravest importance is 
brought home to Prince Mito, whose soldiers the 
assailants were. 

Mito is one of the three titular brothers ef the 
Emperor, from whose families the royal succession 
is maintained, and it is but little more than a 
year since he was himself an aspirant to the 
throne. Mito wm not selected, nor even so much 
as honored with the office of Regent, aud hence 
his disaffection. Such was his attitude towards 
the government a year since that lie was obliged 
to resign his pretensions to the crown in favor of 
his son, and since that time he has been the bitter 
enemy of the present government. Mito is the 
opponent of nil progressive measures, and looks 
with jealousy and distrust upon all acts which 
tend to throw' Japan open to the commerce of the 
world. The American treaty is to him an espe- 
cial object of distrust and dislike, and were he 
and his party strong enough to gain the power, 
there w'ould he an end to all commercial inter- 
course between this country and Japan. One 
year ago, on the same day of this last attack, the 
Regent’s uorimon was fired into by one of Mito’s 
followers, and there is a rumor that the late Em- 
peror died by poison administered at the instiga- 
tion of this Prince. The burning of the Emperor’s 
palace was another of his works, and the murder 
of the Dutch shipmasters was instigated by him 
in order to embroil the present dynasty in a for- 
eign quarrel. 

And yet in the face of those facts the Govern- 
ment assures the foreign representatives that this 
broil does not affect foreign affairs, but with the 
antecedents of Mito before us this does not seem 
so clear. With an hereditary right to the throne 
a powerful prince can certainly work upon the 
ancient prejudices of a people to a very consider- 
able extent, and when he is sufficiently strong to 
commit acts of violence like those we have re- 
corded and go unpunished, there is no telling 
what his next step may he. Alarms and panics 
of all sorts prevail in Japan, and foreigners are 
by no means safe there, although the present 
Government does all it can to protect them. Per- 
haps before the present Embassy reach Jeddc, 
Mito will have raised the standard of civil war, 
and perhaps he will be master of the country, in 
which case all our nicely laid plans will be over- 
thrown, and we shall have cast our bread upon 
the w aters, not to be returned to us, even after 
many days. Now that the Japanese have left 
ns, we can begin to calculate if our outlays are 
likely to be returned in the profits of their trade 
and good will.

N u*i.i>, June 13. — The j»lot is ripening, and 
tie appearance of things remind* me very much 
«.f what Naples was 1848. In front, of my house 
are stationed no fewer than 12 foreign vessels of 
war. On Sunday morning arrived La Bretagne, 
with Admiral Lebarbicr de Timm's flag, and three 
other line-of-battle ships, making altogether five 
French line-of-battle ships (besides two other 
smaller vessel--), with the flags of a Vice and a 
Rear Admiral. How they settle the question of 
numbers with the Port Admiral I do not know. 
Thtmwc have the Neptune, Cupt. Campbell, and 
the Uiesar, Captain Mason, which is practicing at 
Custellamare. A Russian two-decker came in on 
Saturday, with an Admiral’s flag; and we have, 
moreover, an Austrian and a Spanish steamer. 
All this is very magnificent and ominous, and 
looks very much lik* the preparation for u catas- 
trephe, if not for assisting ut Royal obsequies. J 
Neapolitan vessels, too, are constantly going and 
coming, and bringing up the discomfited troops 
of the Bourbons from Palermo. I saw many of 
them discin barking at Portici yesterday, by vir- 
tue of the capitulation which has been entered 
| in‘o; and by the reproaches they cast upon their 
officers, whether with reason or not I will not pre- 
| tend to sav, they seemed to have some sense of 
shame at the recollection that 18,000 well-discip- 
I lined and provided men had been compelled to fly 
before not moro than 1,000 pood soldiers and 
.0,000 or 7,000 irregular fighting men. Their 
I presence here, or in any other part of the country 
to which they may be sent, will only do the work 
of Garibaldi," by discouraging and demoralizing 
j all those with whom they come in contact. In 
| fact, if there be no intervention, as God forbid 
there should be, the game is up. 

Altogether, nine political prisoners have been 
liberated within the last week, seven from S. Ma- 
ria Apparente and two from S. Francesco; but 
hundreds remain, and others have been laid hold 
of. A great sensation has been excited by the 
death of Signor Borelliara the Perfecture. He 
was arrested on the night of the recent demonstra- 
tion in the Toledo, ami is now said to have died 
from the torture which he suffered. Of course, 
that is a relative term, and it is not necessary to 
understand bv it the application of the wheel or 
the rack; but beating and starvation and sundry 
other refinements are no less torture, and are prac- 
ticed by the Neapolitan police authorities. 

There is another case which has been brought 
to mv attention, and it Is that of two students, 
called BarbieH and Califamo, the latter the 
nephew of the Bishop of Ischia. They were ar- 
rested on the night of the demonstration, and con 
lined in some secret prison, where their friends 
have not been able to trace them. The impres 
sion is, perhaps a wrong one, that they have been 
shot, and one of the relatives has gone insane 
under that idea. But, why speak of one or two 
cases, when, if I could make tnis tomb give up 
its dead, I could range before the public eye bun 
dreds and thousands of mart vs of Bourbon misrule 
and barbarity? Even the most incredulous now 
begin to open their eves, ami reluctantly admit 
that, after all, the journals have told the truth. 

I observe great preparations for defence going for- 
ward in the city, as if a resolution had been form- 
ed to make a desperate struggle to the last. Ma- 
sons are at work on the Gastello Nuovo, raising 
it so as to form another battery toward the sea 
Another fort is being built at the Carmine, and, 
as you already know, the entrance to the Gastello 
Nuovo is being raised and strengthened. To this 
I may add that a great quantity of bombs and 
other materials of war was taken to St. Elmo on 
Saturday last. I hear, too, and I am disposed 
to believe it, that the Royalist Gomitati, formed 
of those who have fattened on corruption, have 
been verv active in organizing and arming the 
lazzaroni of the three quarters of Santa Lucia, 
Basso Porto, and the Ghiaja. 6,000 ducats, 1 am 
told, were distributed among the lazzaroni of the 
Marina last week in the houso of a well-known 
man, called Perenoco. People talk openly of two 
men having been hired by the Royalist party to 
assassinate Garibaldi. One man is said to be a 
sergeant, and the other a brigand. One’s whole 
nature revolts at such an idea; still it must be* 
remembered that acts not less atrocious have been 
the daily practice of this government for many 
years. 

On Sunday morning last two columns were or- 
dered to start, the one for the Puglias and the 
other for the Calabrias, and the report is that 
armed hands have begun to show themselves in 
he latter place; in fact, every pore of the country 
seeins bursting with latent energy, and every 
person in the streets seems to ask the other by the 
silent expression of his face what is to happen. 
There has been talk some davs of a Royalist de- 
monstration, but it never comes oft’, so that I sup- 
pose it is regarded ns a desperate case.

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Death of Chakt.f.s Goodyear. — C has. Good- 
year, the inventor of the art of vulcanizing India 
rubber, died in New York city, at the Fifth Av- 
enue Hotel on the 1st iust., after an illness of four 
weeks. Mr. Goodyear was born in New Haven, 
December 29, 1800. The disease which termina- 
ted his life had jts origin in the severe and long 
continued privations and anxieties which lie suf- 
fered, and struggles which he made in order to 
perfect aud introduce into public use the great 
invention, vulcanization, to which his whole life 
since 1839, the date of the discovery, has been de- 
voted. The importance of this discovery, its ap- 
plicability to an indefinite and inexhaustible num- 
ber of uses, its character of progressive develop- 
ment and perfectibility, were early perceived by 
Mr. Goodyear, and the world is perhaps as much 
indebted to the untiring perseverance with which 
Mr. Goodyear has to the last moment of his life 
prosecuted the development of his invention, as 
to the foresight and sagacity with which he anti- 
cipated and made it. No less remarkable than 
his perseverance was the liberality with which 
Mr. Goodyear spent and applied the whole pro- 
ceeds of his inventions and pateuts to the perfect- 
ing of the many forms and applications of the 
new material, vulcanized India rubber, which his 
inventive talent called into existence. He felt 
the burden of honorable obligation which his pa- 
tents imposed upon him, and, with complete dis- 
interestedness, kept himself poor that he might 
enrich the world at the earliest moment with the 
greatest possible number and variety of completed 
practical applications of the material to man’s 
uses. It is unnecessary to speak of the impor- 
tance of Mr. Goodyear's inventions. A worthless 
product of tropical vegetation received through 
them inestimable value, and became of indispens- 
able utility. They are introduced throughout the 
civilized world, and the industries founded upon 
them give occupation to thousands, and supply 
the wants of millions in the United States, Great 
Britain, France, and Germany. Some of the 
most import uses and applications of vulcanized 
India-rubber were perfected by Mr. Goodyear 
only very recently. He has thus been taken away 
in the midst of his useful labors. 



There is a rumor that the Government yesterday 
received information of another disemGarcation, 
at Vasto, of a considerable body of men. Certain 
is it that all the night police ‘have been laying 
their hands on all the means of transport they 
could find, and that the cvlonna mobile ordered for 
1’uglia and Calabria has been stopped. The col- 
umn consists of the 13th, 14th, 15th, and Kith 
Chasseuis, a battalion of the Rifles of the Guard, 
the 2d Regiment of the Grenadiers of the Guard, 
several squadrons of Dragoons and Hussars, and 
various sections of Artillery. The expedition is 
commanded by General Nunziante, with Golonel 
Barbalunga anil Major Bosco. It is said, too, 
that the Count of Trani will leave with this ex- 
pedition. 

Alarm Christina, the Queen-Mother of Spain, 
is expected here immediately, and official orders 
have been given for her reception. Since begin- 
ning this letter 1 have ascertained that Barbieri 
and Calafaui, of whom I have spoken, are in the 
prison of Santa Maria Apparente, that reservoir 
of those whom the police persecute without trial, 
The latter has had permission to see his friends. 

June 14. — There lias been a strong importation 
of the Palermo police here, and, as a consequence, 
those Sicilians in Naples who cannot getaway are 
well watched. 

From official sources I can now inform you that 
revolutionary movements broke out at Monte- 
leone, Cosen za, and Catanzavo last week. On 
Saturday and Sunday troops were sent from Mes- 
sina to Fizzo to the number of 1,000 men, in two 
steamers. Most have declared, however, that 
they will not fight any more against their broth- 
ers." Several officers told me that they regarded 
the King as lost, and that the sooner this fracti- 
eidal war was over the better. An English, 
French, and Austrian steamer were at Messina, 
where the exodus by sea and land continued. 
There was no real danger of a bombardment, 
however, as Garibaldi has ordered the sguadrt 
not to advance on the city, it being his intention 
to march on the Calabrias, and so up to Naples. 
Catania has been evacuated bv the Royalists; and 
the troops have entered Messina in a miserable 
condition. The Government was carried on in 
the former citv in the name of Victor Emmanuel. 



An Important Question Settled. — The 
Paris correspondent of the New York Express 
writes a letter, showing the satisfactory settle- 
ment, in a very quiet way, of a great American 
principle of international law, and one to which 
it has been very difficult hitherto to induce the 
European continental powers to assent. We re- 
fer to the case of one Zeiter, a Frenchman by 
birth, but an American citizeu by adoption, who, 
upon revisiting his native town, after several 
years’ absence, was arrested and throwm into 
prison as a deserter— French law holding him just 
as liable to military duty now, when an American 
citizen, as he was before he emigrated to the Uni- 
ted States and threw off his allegiance. As soon 
as the circumstances of the case were laid before 
the American Minister, Mr. Faulkner, the re- 
lease of Mr. Zeiter was demanded, not as a 
favor, but as a request. Tlio demand was 
obeyed by the French Government, that right re- 
spected, and Mr. Zeiter, we are told, has been set 
free. It does not appear that the process whereby 
this gratifying result has been brought about in- 
volved any diplomatic correspondence beyond the 
addressing of a brief note to M. Thouvenel, the 
Emperor’s Minister of Foreign Affairs. The re- 
sult is highly honorable to the French Govern- 
ment, and furnishes a practical proof of the 
friendly disposition of the Emperor towards the 
United States, which cannot but exercise a hap- 
py influence upon the relations of the two coun- 
tries. This recognition by Franco of the Ameri- 
can principle that foreigners by birth, when citi- 
zens by adoption, owe no allegiance whatsoever 
toother governments, it is tolerably certain will 
settle the question in our favor with European 
powers. If a powerful nation like France is not 
inclined so make issue with us upon this point, it 
is hardly probable that any of the German powers 
will deem it consistent with their interests to 
adopt a contrary policy. The letter to the Ex- 
press furnishes other interesting incidents of the 
case and is an follows: 

Paris, Tuesday, June 19, 1860. 

A case of considerable interest to French natu- 
ralized citizens of the United States has just been 
settled by one of the tribunal. 9 of the Department 
of the Lower Rhine — probably under instructions 
from the Minister for Foreign" Affairs. A native 
of the above mentioned province, Michael Zeiter 
by name, emigrated in early youth to America, 
and subsequently became an adopted citizen of 
the Unitea States. Zeiter was inscribed upon the 
departmental registers for conscription, and when 
the proper period arrived was condemned by the 
military authorities for contumacy. The French 
law has not hitherto recognized in this particular 
the right of French subjects to expatriate them- 
selves, and they have been held as responsible to 
military duty, though long absent, as if no emi- 
gration had taken place and no new ties of coun- 
try formed. Thus, if not present to take part in 
the drawing, a number is selected by one of the 
functionaries of the recruitment, and if unfavor- 
able the conscript is liable to seizure the moment 
ho touches French soil and falls into the clutches 
of the military police. 

It was so in the case of Mr. Zeiter. Here- 
turned to France a short time ago. and visited his 
native place. lie was recognized, arrested, and 
thrown into prison, at Weissenberg, as a deserter. 
An appeal in his behalf was made to the Minister 
of the United States, who immediately addressed 
M. Thouvenel, the Emperor s Minister for For- 
eign Affairs, and claimed the discharge of Zeiter, 
on the ground that he had become a citizen of the 
United States, and, owing to no further alle 
giance to France, could not be forced to perform 
service in the French army. This conflict of 
citizenship is nut new, but, in this instance, the 
correspondence has been conducted on a principle 
different from that previously observed. In past 
vears, numerous demands for protection have 
been addressed to successive Ministers of the 
United States bv French naturalized citizens of 
the Great Republic under circumstances identical 
with those of Zeiter. In no case has the discharge 
of the detained individual been claimed as a 
right, iu recognition of the aegis extended by the 
Government of the United States over the chil- 
dren of their adoption, until this position was as- 
sumed by Mr. Faulkner. When there has been 
a fair reason for interfering, it has been the usual 
practice to request the release of the prisoner as 
a favor; and demands in that form have been 
sometimes granted, not in acknowledgment of.’ a 
superior jurisdiction, but as a concession <o the 
personal influence of the diplomatic representa- 
tive. 

It has not unfrequently occurred that the Min- 
ister, unwiling to assume the individual responsi- 
bility of placing himself in the light of a petition- 
er, has refused to interpose, and has left the 
I reach law to take its course. It is well that such 
undignified and incomplete modes of negotiation 
should he setasideund the broad basis of national 
authority assumed. The demand of Mr Faulkner 
lias been recognized, officially, and Michael Zeiter 
has regained his liberty, not as an exceptional 
act of leniency^ but as his right, in his character 
of American citizen. The settlement of this af- 
fair will stand on record, as a powerful precedent, 
in the disposition of similar contestations, of 
which many are likely to arise, in the future.

THE GREAT EASTERN. 

Arrangements Jor Visiting the Ship — The Dag 
and Price of Admission Fixed — The Hush of Sun- 
day Spectators — A ccidents to the Ship and Crew. 

The progress of arrangements for the reception of 
visitors to the Great Eastern, the time when she 
will be thrown open to inspection, and the price 
to be exacted for admission, are the principal top- 
ics which interest the public. As soon as the ship 
was fairly secured to her dock, and the passengers 
were out of the way, gangs of workmen were or- 
ganized to clean, paint, varnish, and otherwise 
put the ship in order. The five smoke-pipes, 
which were so unsightly upon her arrival, have 
been painted with a coat of cream color, and the 
topmasts are undergoing the scraping process, 
which greatly improves the appearance of the 
spars and top-hamper; the houses on deck are to 
l>e smoothed bv sand paper ami varnished, which 
will give freshness to the mahogany in striking 
contrast w ith their blistered and sun-dried appear- 
ance when she arrived. The outside of the ship 
will be painted, the brass work scoured up, the 
engines polished off, the saloons swept and gar- 
nished, and everthing put in the most inviting 
condition. The great extent of surface to be 
gone over makes this renovating process necessa- 
rily a laborious one, one which it is feared will not 
be finished at so early a day as has been announc- 
ed — Tuesday, the 3(1 of July. At a meeting of 
the directors, which took place on Saturday at 
the counting room of Messrs. Grinnell, Minturn, 

& Co., thatdav way fixed upon for the admission 
of visitors, and the price of tickets established at 
one dollar for adults and “children under twelve 
years half price.” An impression having gained 
ground that fifty cents would be the maximum 
charge, very general disappointment was express- 
ed. The plan adopted in England, of setting 
apart particular days of the week for the sale of 
tickets at reduced rates, it is hoped mar be adopt- 
ed, and particularly that the Fourth of July may 
be thus set apart, when so many from the country 
will make the journey to New York for the sole 
purpose of view ing tlie steamer. The announce- 
ment that a dollar will lie charged will deter thou- 
sands from coming, to whom fifty cents would be 
no objection. All these matters, however, were 
thoroughly discussed at the meeting. All |K*rsons 
are rigidly excluded, and necessarily so, until the 
paint is dry. It is stated that t lie "approaches to 
the ship will be covered with coarse gravel, to 
prevent the dust from flying, clouds of which ob- 
scure the sight and damage the delicate ward- 
robes of ladies who go upon the ground in a windy 
day. 

1 he damage caused to the port paddle-wheel 
of the ship, by the squall which forced her against 
the iron scow, has been exaggerated. One hun- 
dred dollars w ill probably cover all the expense of 
repairs. To prevent the recurrence of any simi- 
lar accident in future, the 'heavy anchors' of the 
ship, weighing several tons each, are to be car- 
ried out from the starboard-bow and quarter of 
the ship, the immense ten-inch chain cable being 
hove taut to hold her in her present position, 
while counter moorings, firmly attached, w ill hold 
her to the dock. There will* be a strong staging j G. Powell, 
erected, over which the crowd will pass from the 
pier to »he ladder, by which they will ascend to 
the decks. 

Laie oil Friday night, two of the crew of the 
Great Eastern lost their lives by accident. One 
of these, whose name was Thomas Leavitt, while 
attempting to leave the ship by descending 
through the wheel-house, fell, and striking the 
iron work, had his skull fractured. lie was ta- 
ken from the water insensible, and died the same 
night. Not long after the accident, another of 
the crew who was sitting on the railing of the 
ship lost his balance and fell overboard. His body 
has not been recovered, and. on account of sev- 
eral desertions among the crew, his name is not 
known. 

During the whole of yesterday a stream of peo- 
ple poured upon the pier fronting the vessel, going 
and coming, and at no single time, from about 11 
A. M. to 5 P. M., were there less than six thou- 
sand present. Altogether the crowd for the entire 
day must have numbered over thirty thousand. 

The slight shower of rain that had fallen hud laid 
the disagreeable dust and so cooled the atmos- 
phere that the heat, unlike that of Friday and 
.Saturday, was quite endurable. The shanties 
that have sprung up like mushrooms drove a live- 
ly business, ostensibly in lemonade and lager, 
with cold ham that looked eatable on an emergen- 
cy, and cold fruit pies that no emergency short of 
starvation could induce any one to attempt the 
mastication thereof. But the crowd took their 
lager, their lemonade, and a little private bever- 
age of. a much stronger reputation, and the pies 
also gradually disappeared. But all day long the 
crowd never ceased to admire and wonder at the 
big ship, and was not John Bull there in all his 
glory? Was not the Lion’s tail elevated? John 
came afoot and John came in carriages. John 
came alone or with a friend (another John) or with 
his wife and children. And when John encoun- 
tered a familiar Jonathan, he regarded him some- 
what patronizingly, and insinuated, if lie did not 
actually sav it, “See, young Eagle, my friend, 
what the old Lion has done! You are not jealous 
nor envious nor anything of that sort at all. 

Neither am I proud. Let us fraternize.” And in 
most instances John fraternized so cordially with 
Jonathan and Patrick and Sawney and Ilans that 
long before sunset there was not a glass of lager 
or lemonade to cool a parched throat. Meanwhile 
the sailors on board and the policemen in charge 
surveyed the crowd with apparent unconcern. 

Row-boats, taking passengers at twelve couts a 
head, and river steamers and tug- boats conveying 
them for ten, plied about the Leviathan, “and 
reaped a rich harvest. From the large hotels 
carriage after carriage arrived upon the pier, 
mostly filled with ladies, with one gentleman or 
so in charge. To all appearances they were sat- 
isfied that the Great Eastern is a great success.
